Many farmers are using water 
this time of year to fill stock wate: 
ponds and for threshing engines and 


teams. Also many are preparing to | 
irrigated stubble fields and summerfal- | 


low. 


There should be further careful con 
sideration of the advisability of stack- 
ing grain where field threshing can- 
not be done promptly, so as to save 
on the threshing charges and leave 


the land clear for fall irrigation 


Experience has shown that one 2 1 
irrigation will insure a good grain crop 
under nearly all conditions. As long 
as most of cur land is in grain, it i 
impossible to irrigate the entire acre 
age in June; so that if a third or a 
half of the area to be cropped next 
year were irrigated this fall, it would 
|be very desirable, The rush to irri- 
gate a large area after it begins to 
burn, as occurred this year, results in 
| Poor work, uneven results, and waste 
| water with all its attendant evils 

It is better not to irrigate unless 
there are plenty of ditches and some 
One to stay with the water and see 
that it spreads properly. 
| land should be seeded or irrigated 
| Without being prepared by smoothing 
| with the 18 foot leveler. Some of ow

| The rainfall from January Ist to 
| September Ist this year on the Wes- 
| tern Section averaged 10.42 inches, 
| which is not far from the general aver-

by irrigation, or heid by very good 
summer fallow. Early moisture is es- 
sential for the production of good crops 
; and fall irrigation, if carefully carried 
out, is a good thing on land that can 
be made ready.

|been smoothed for irrigation. The 
|Summerfallow can. of course, be 
| smoothed with the 18 foot leveler and 
| this on no account should be omitted: 
but since the soil is soft and washes 
easily, it is still advisable to have the 
ditches close together.
